The bill authorizes the enlist­ 
ment of 1,000 additional men, and also 
extends to the president discretion to 
increase the enlistment from the naval 
reserve indefinitely in case of exigency. 
Secretary Herbert says that the number 
of men authorized by existing law is 
barely sufficient to equip the vessels 
which are at any one time in commis­ 
sion. 
He also says that the second

968, but only $56,758,623 nuder the 
Wilson period, a loss, under the latter, 
Of $187,214,345. 
Under the Wilson tariff we exported 
2 0 .010,210 more gold and imported 
$19,759,055 lees gold than during the 
McKinley period. 
The net loss in the trade balance of 
the United States has been $196,983,- 
607 during the first fifteen months’ 
operation of the Wilson tariff as com­ 
pared with the first fifteen months of 
the McKinley tariff.
